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TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Lisbon, in the county 
of Grafton and state of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon, Tuesday, the 9th day of March next, at 
nine of the o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To take the sense of the qualified voters for 
the following question: Is it expedient to revise the 
constitution ? 


Art. 38. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
specia] committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


Art. 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to issue druggists’ permits to any druggist 
who is a registered pharmacist doing business in Lisbon 
to sell liquor for medicinal use upon a prescription under 
the provisions of Chapter 51, Section 1, of the laws of 
1929. 
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Art. 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addi- 
tion to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 


Art. 9. To seeif the town will vote to discount all 
taxes paid on or before such time as the town may vote. 


Art. 10. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cemeteries in the town of 
Lisbon. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $200 for the pine blister and rust control. 


Art. 12. Tosee if the town will vote to light the 
streets of Lisbon village district all night during the 
entire year; Sugar Hill from the dwelling of Jay Field to 
Hotel Lookoff, from the Baptist church through Lovers’ 
Lane to the Franconia line, from the Goodnow school 
house to the Homestead, and from the Lisbon and Fran- 
conia town line to the dwelling of Joseph Pelletier ; 
Sugar Hill and vicinity to be lighted the entire year 
until midnight, and from 5 a. m. until daylight, except- 
ing the lights from the Homestead to Hotel Lookoff for 
six months of the year; all the above premises to be 
lighted with electricity, and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary money for the same. 


Art. 13. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing Asso- 
ciation. 

Art. 14. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will accept state aid for 
construction of class V roads and raise and appropriate 
or set aside for said purpose the sum of $852.88. 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads, and, if so, to raise and appropriate the nec- 
essary money for the same. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil the roads from the corner of the Home- 
stead on Sugar Hill, past the Sunset Hill House to Hotel 
Lookoff, the road leading to Peckett’s from the intersec- 
tion with the Franconia road past the Vietor cottage to 
the Baptist church, and the Bishop road to the ‘‘Ammo- 
noosue,’’ and to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oi] and repair the Streeter Pond road for a 
distance of one mile from Fred Aldrich’s corner; the 
highway leading from the Hotel Lookoff to the black- 
smith shop beyond the residence of Carl Hoskins; the 


hills on the upper end of the Pearl Lake road; and the 
lower end of the Blake road ; and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $5,000 for the bond due this year, and interest. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to construct and 
repair cement and other sidewalks at Sugar Hill, and 
raise and appropriate the necessary money for the 
same. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to adjust, compromise and settle any interest 
the town may have arising out of tax sales, liens, or 
otherwise, on any real estate acquired by the town, 
whether the same has been deeded to the town or not, 
and to execute any necessary papers relating thereto, 
including deeds and releases.

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300 to aid in the construction and 
maintenance of a community skating rink for use during 
the winter season of 1937-1938, the money, if raised, to 
be expended by a committee of three appointed by the 
moderator. 

Art. 28. To see how much money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 

Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to dredge the 
river above the dam, and take such steps as the select- 
men deem proper to prevent water damage; and raise 
and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to increase the insurance on the town build- 
ing, and raise and appropriate the necessary money for 
the same. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
pumper to be installed on the Lisbon village district fire 
truck, and raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums as they deem necessary, 
in anticipation of taxes. 

Art. 28. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

This amount was 
paid to the town treasurer to be used for the benefit of the 
town. 


Town Maps: 

The selectmen of the town of Lisbon have had several hun- 
dred copies of a map of the town of Lisbon printed for the 
benefit of the townspeople. This is an excellent piece of 
work and everyone should ownacopy. They are for sale at — 
the town clerk’s office, at a great reduction in price. The 
sum of $24.00 has been received from the sale of these maps 
and has been paid to the town treasurer. 


Automobile Tax Permits: 

During the fiscal year 1935, 532 tax permits were issued 
and the sum of $1,825.03 was received and paid to the town 
treasurer.

Report of the Librarian of 


THE LISBON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The circulation of books in the Lisbon Public Library 
for the year 1986 was 20,175. Of these, 5,377 were 
junior books, 10,516 adult fiction, 2,269 non-fiction, and 
2,018 periodicals. Much more reference work was done 
in the library itself than ever before. While this does 
not show in the circulation it is a desirable development 
and should be encouraged by increasing the efficiency 
of the material in the reference department. It ought 
to be realized that the library is not only a source of 
recreation for a good many people but, also, a very def- 
inite part of the educational system of the town. A 
large per cent. of the outside reading required by the 
schools is furnished by it, and a big proportion of the 
reference work. Books are, also, sent both for reading 
and for reference to the schoo! districts outside the vil- 
lage. Some over a hundred have been used in this way 
during the year. One noted educator says, ““The initial 
burden of stimulating and arousing young readers falls 
primarily to the teacher, but the later task of making 
rich stores of worthwhile literature available. is chiefly 
the business of the library.’’ If the library is to func- 
tion adequately, both as a means of recreation and as an 
educational factor, it is time to realize that it very much 
needs a more liberal appropriation for books. 

Early in 1936 it was decided to standardize the library 
catalog by changing it to the Dewey Decimal system 
which is now almost universally used in place of the 
Cutter system under which the library was originally 
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cataloged but which has now become practically obsd= 
lete. This has meant an immense amount of work but 
will when completed, I am sure, demonstrate its value. 
With helpers from the National Youths Administration 
good .progress has been made, and the summer of 19387 
should see the work completed and the néw catalog 
ready for use. 

A typewriter, which the library has very much need- 
ed, was bought during the year and has been of great 
value in making lhe new catalog: 

The library was used during the year for the annual 
flower show given by Friends in Council and for the 
meetings of their executive board. Also for the meet- 
ings of the District Nursing Association, the Grove Hill 
Cemetery Association and the Lisbon Home Industries 
of Arts and Crafts, and for a WPA art exhibit. 

Early in the year Miss Marion Jesseman resigned as 
assistant. Miss Eunice Hawkins was appointed to take 
her place and has proved very efficient help: 

Magazines have been given to the library by Mr: 
Webb, Mrs. Nell Moulton, Mrs. Sadie Woolson, Mrs. Ida 
Parker, Mrs. Alice Oliver, Miss Nettie Kelsea, Mrs: 
Grace Webster and Dr. Eckels; books by Mrs. Vida 
Webb, Miss Marion Jesseman, Miss Hilda Barrett, Mr. 
John Clark and Mrs. Esther Clark. Five dollars was 
also given by the Lisbon Home Industries of Arts and 
Crafts for books of that type. ‘‘Mary Thomas’s Em- 
broidery Book’’ and ‘‘ Romance of the Patchwork Quilt 
in America’’ were bought with this money. These gifts 
are much appreciated, and all those who have thus con- 
tributed are very cordially thanked.
